—Upon our editorial page will be 
found a lengthy account of the 
grand celebration at Chariotte on 
Thursday, but as we were not pres- 
ent. Thursday night, we clip the 
following account of the afternoon 
and night's transactions from the 
special to the Richmond Laquirer : 

Governor Thomas A. Hendricks, 
ot Indiana, in response to the toast, 
“Phe United States our Common 
Country,” said he had not Known 
until he entered the door that he was 
tospeak, but that was a teast he was 
ever ready to respond to; his reponse 
he knew would be as- well received 
here as in his own State of Indiana. 
On the soil where the declaration of 
Mecklenburg was made he felt 
sure there was as great a_ love 
of liberty and equality of States as 
anywhere. The equality of States 
had not been respected, and that was 
the only cause of difference between 
the States. The Governor excused 
himself from further speaking and 
was warmly and euthusiastically ap- 

lauded. 

The Richmond battalion of infan- 
try and artillery has won golden opin- 
ious for soldierly bearing and profi- 
ciency. Fayetteville and Raleigh 
have also sent fine companies. ‘The 
Howitzers were compelled to leave 
their guns in park to-day for want of 
horses, though they exercised great 
enterprise in efforts to secure them- 

The celebration was closed to-night 
by a grand centennial mass-meeting 
around the Liberty pole erected yes- 
terday on Independeuce Square. Gov-

He was followed by Governor Hen- 


dricks in a stiring address, full of 


fraternal feeling. 
Then came Governor Vance with

An Aff:cting sceae—[usanity of 
Mrs. Abraham Lincoln. 


Apropos of the dispatch in our 
columns this morning announcing 
the attempted suicide of Mrs. Lin- 
eoln, the following, under date of 
Chicago May 19th, will be found of 


interest: 

In the county court the trial of 
the ‘question of the sanity of Mrs. 
Lineoin, widow of Abraham Lin- 
coln, came up to-day. The proceed- 
ings were based on a petition filed by 
Robert L. Lincoln, setting forth that 
his mother, Mary L. Lincoln, has 
property and effects exceeding $75,- 
000; thatshe is non compos mentis, 
and incapable of managing her estate, 
and praying the issuance of en order 
for a warrant and venire to thest the 
question of her sanity. : 

The petition was accompanied by 
the certificate of the family physician 
(Dr. Isham) to the effect that he had 
examined Mrs. Lincoln and was of 
the opinion that she was insane and 
a fit suvject for hospital treatment. 
Several witnesses testifled to eccen- 
tricities in the conduct of Mrs, Lin- 
eoln, which commenced at the time 
of the assassination of President 
Lineoln, and wkich have become 
more marked as time progressed. She 
imagines she hears voices in the wall, 
that strange beings beset her in the 
entries of her hotel, that she was the 
victim of poisoning plots, etc. Her 
closets ave full of unopened packages 
which she has ordered to be sent to 
herroom. After short argment the 
ease was given to the jury, who 
brought in a verdict in accordance 
with the facts elicited. Mrs. Lineoln 
will be removed to the hospital at 
Batavia, Ill Her relatives and 
friends have delayed this step as long 
as was considered prudent, but final- 
ly agreed that nothing else would 
suffice. 

At the announcement of the ver- 
dict Ro. Lincoln took the hand of 
his mother affectionately, when she 
exclaimed, with reproachful tone, 
“Oh, Robert, tothink that my son 
would ever have done this!’’? There 
were few spectators in court. 


The clerk of a druggist in New Or- 
leans recently sold spirits of camphor 
for camphor water. It was adminis- 
tered to a patient and preduced 
death. A suit was brought against 
the druggist for damages, and it has 
just been disposed of by the Supreme 
Court of Louisiana, which held that 
the defendant was primarily liable 
and aiso liable for the actsof his 
clerk in the regular discharge of his 
business. The Court declared that 
the law does not place a community 
in the position of being poisoned by 
wistakes, with no one to be held re- 
sponsible therefor. if it was his 
servant who did it he is still respon- 
sible, for the master is responsible 
for the acts of his s/rvant when done 
ia the course of }/is usual employ- 
ment. Such decisions as these are 
necessary to keep the dispensers of 
poisonous drugs and compands up to 
“u proper degree of watehfulness. 
In ali cities; there is far too much 
carelessness displayed in relation to 
this matter. 
petent assistants are put in position 
in drug stores on principles of 2cono- 
my. A few hundred dollars are 
saved each year on the salary of 
clerks, and the proprietors take the 
chances. In other instances clerks 
are suffered to get into careless habits 
and in this manner mistakes occur 
of a fatal character. But when drug- 
cists are held to a strict and rigid ac- 
countability, not only for their own 
mistakes but those of their assis- 
tants aud clerks, there will be fewer 
mistakes and fewer deaths from the 
dispensing of improper drugs.

A CARPET-BAG SENATOR IN
